This Office Action is in response to the application filed on 12/23/2009. 
Claims 1-4 and 8-16 have been pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The claims 1-4 and 8-16 are allowable: 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The amended claims 1 and 8, filed on 12/23/2009, are overcome the 1 12 2 nd rejection. 

Regarding claims 1 and 8, the Examiner agrees with the Applicant's argument dated 
03/17/2008 of the remark that the prior art does not teach the use of third braid a generated from 
the braid group B n (l) and making meet x' = a~'x a . Since no teaching or motivation can be found 
of third braid a generated from the braid group B n (l) and making meet x' = d ! x a in Braid group, 
claims 1 and 8 are therefore novel and non-obvious. 

Claims 2-4 and 13-14 depend on claim 1, and are therefore considered as allowable 

claims. 

Claims 9-12 and 15-16 depend on claim 8, and are therefore considered as allowable 

claims.
